@ formidable list of facts and fig- 
ures. It will be shown to the com- 
mittee that the tax on automobiles 
and parts accounts for approxi- 
mately 80 per cent. of the entire 
amount collected from the excise 
levy. For 1919, the first complete 
year of its existence as a war 
measure, it netted the government 
$48,800,000. Every year since then 
it has shown an increase of from 
214 per cent. to 324 per cent. over 
the 1919 total. 

The following table, shows at a 
glance the taxes paid by automobile 
owners during 1924. It also shows 
the division of the spoils among the 
different taxing agencies. 

i—Federal excise tax; (A) 
Sale of passenger cars, $101,123,- 
622. (B) Sale of commercial cars; 
$10,335,369. (C) Tax on acces- 
sories and parts; $27,742,764. 

(D) Tax on vehicles for hire; 

$2,013,839. Total excise tax, 
* $141,215,594. 

2—Siate taxes; (A) Registra- 
tion fees and drivers’ licenses; 
$225,492,252. (B) Gasoline taxes; 
$79,734,490. (C) Personal prop- 
erty tax * $90,600,000. Total 
state taxes $395,226,742. 

3—Municipal taxes; (A) Local 
school, city and village taxes on 
the automobile as personal prop- 
erty $100,000,000 total tax Fed- 
eral, state and local, $636,442,336. 

These figures are not a conjec- 
ture. The only approximation is 
the local tax on the automobile as 
personal property. A research in- 
dicates that the figure given at 
$100,000,000 is an underestimate. 
The other figures are based on re- 
turns by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau on computations made by 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, the National Grange and 
The American Automobile Associ- 
ation. 

All these bodies are in agreement 
that the 1925 total will be still 
larger as the result of many state 
legislatures being in session during 
the last nine months. 

The House committee also will be 
informed that since 1918 motorists 
as a class have paid the govern- 
ment in the form of excise taxes on 
automobiles and parts the sum to- 
tal of $779,385,339. Since the be- 
ginning of the Federal aid the gov- 
ernment has actually expended 

276,305,407 as its share for 
construction of Federal 
projects.

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"PANHARD MODEL 
ATTRACTS FRENCH 


‘Build 10 HP. Car for 
Six Passengers at 
Slow Speed 


By R. M. PETARP 
(A. D. N, Staff Correspondent) 

-aris, Sept. 28,—Although the 
Panhard firm, conservative and 
slow in its moves, has long ago lost 
the position of leader in French 
automobile engineering which it 
held for many years, the appear- 
ance of a new Panhard model is 
always watched with interest. 

The firm for many years has fea- 
tured a 10-horse power model, but 
its conception of a car of that class 
is different from that of the younger 
makers. The latter make light, 
buoyant cars, which their small en- 
gines, purring like tops, pull along 
at fair speed. The Panhard idea 
is along different lines; their 10- 
horse power chassis uses a 90 cubic 
inches motor to propel a large car, 
with six seats capacity, at a more 
leisurely gait. 

The car is intended for those 

people who use it in daily work, 
in cities and around their homes, 
and want to do so in comfort 
| without much expenditure, and 
{ will only occasionally indulge in 
| extensive touring. 
Notwithstanding the fact that 
jsuch an ideal is rather remote 
| from the American conception of 
| what a good car should be, there 
jare, in the new Panhard, features 
of design that could just as well 
apply to much more powerful ma- 
chines. 

The engine is a four-cylinder 
sleeve valve Knight type motor, 
2.12-inch bore by 4.13-inch stroke. 
One outstanding feature of its de- 
sign is that the sleeves instead of 
being cast iron, as usual in Knight 
motors, are very thin steel shells, 
machined out of forgings and 
babbitted at their points of mutual 
contact. This construction allows 
of much greater lightness than the 
more customary one, and, coupled 
with the fact that the gas ports 
are unusually large for an engine 
|}of that size, permits the obtension 
of rotating speeds coming close to 
those of racing engines. 

This lightening up of the sleeves, 
in reducing their inertia and the 
} strain on the operating mechanism, 
jhas allowed the adoption ‘of an 
unusually long sleeve stroke, and 
it is through this lengthened stroke 
that large parts have been 
possible without weakening 
jsleeves as well as without 
jing the complexity 
block coring.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Sept. 28. 
—Harry E. Rowbottom, 
United States representative 
from the First Indiana Con- 


gressional district, the Evans- 
ville Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation and independent; 
dealers of this territory have 
voiced strong opposition to 
the continuance of the na- 
tional excise taxes on automo- 
biles, parts, tires and acces- 
sories.

Greensboro, N. C., Sept. 28.—A 
declaration that he belieyes all ex- 
cise taxes should be removed, but 
a diligent study of the entire tax 
question is necessary before he 
takes a definite stand on any one 
subject, is contained in letters to 
officials of the North Carolina Au- 
tomotive Trade Association and 
the Carolina Motor Club from Con- 
gressman R. L. Doughton of the 
Eighth District, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee.

In writing Keely A. Grice, presi- 
dent of the North Carolina Auto- 
mottve Trade Association, Con- 
gressman Doughton said: “It is 
my purpose to give diligent study 
to the whole tax question before 
taking a -definite stand with re- 
spect to any one subject. How- 
ever, I feel that all excise taxes 
should be removed as rapidly as 
possible.”” His communication to 
Cc. W. Roberts, vice-president of 
the Carolifa Motor Club, said: “As 
a general proposition I feel that all 
excise taxes should be removed. 
However, being a new member on 
the Ways and Means Committee, it 
is my purpose to give diligent study 
and consideration to all tax mat- 
ters before taking a definite posi- 
tion as to any one object.’ ; 

With motorists, dealers and ser- 
vice men presenting a united front 
against the war measure on new 
cars and parts, which resulted in 
$26,000,000 reyenue in 1918 and 
more than $200,000,000 last year, 
some action is expected from North 
Carolina senators and representa- 
tives. Repeal of the excise tax, 
leaders point out, will result in an 
average reduction of $29 per auto- 
mobile. The tax on parts is 2% 
per cent. In the resolution adopted 
by North Carolina motorists, deal- 
ers and service men, the point is 
made that all other transportation 
excise taxes have been removed and 
the automobile is essentially a 
mode of transportation and not a 
luxury and a continuance of the

AUTOMOBILE LONG AGO 
CEASED TO BE LUXURY, 


Elmira, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Leslie 
D. Clute, president of the Elmira 
Automobile Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, speaking of the war excise 
tax on automobiles, declared today 
that the automobile long ago 
ceased to be a luxury and today is 
a necessary adjunct to business, 
The automobile as a passenger car 
should not be taxed. Inasmuch 
as the luxury tax on amusements 
and candy has been removed, Mr. 
Clute feels that Congress cannot 
consistently continue the tax on au- 
tomobiles. A resolution calling for 
the repeal of this tax will be pre- 
sented and carried at the next 
meeting of the association.

ACRAMENTO, Cal., Sept. 
28 (U. T. P. S.).—Motor 
stage and truck lines operat- 
ing over the highways of Cal- 
ifornia under the jurisdiction 
of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, transported nearly 30,- 
000,000 passengers and ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 tons of 
freight in the calendar year 
1924, according to a report 
just issued by the commis- 
sion. 

The exact figures on passengers 
are 29,662,908, but it is estimated 
by the stage operators that half a 
million more were carried who did 
not get into the records. Similarly, 
the commission reports 659,854 
tons of freight handled, but the 
figures are not as accurate as those 
on passenger traffic, because many 
of the companies reporting do not 
maintain. a close check on their 
freight movement, merely filing 
statements of moneys received. Es- 
timate of 1,000,000 tons of freight 
moved is considered conservative 
by the stage and truck operators. 

The use of motor stages by the 
public has been increasing stcad- 
ily since 1922 throughout Cali- 
fornia. n that year 21,224,928 
Passengers were carried; in 1923 
this number was increased by 
8,440,980, while 1924 shows a 
gain of nearly half a million, 
460,835 over passengers trans- 
Ported in 1923. 

The present report shows that 
there are 682 stage and truck lines 
operating under its jurisdiction. 
There are nearly 400 others~ out- 

Side this centrol, according to 
Statements issued last month by 
the larger stage lines of the state. 

The gross operating revenue of 
all the companies reporting for 
1924 totaled $19,042,161, com- 
pared with $17,554,981 in 1923. 
This gain $1,487,179, however, 
Was more than offset by the in- 
crease in operating expenses, the 
difference between the gross oper- 
ating expense for 1923 and 1924 
being an increase of $1,994,365 in 
1924. Total for last year was $18,- 
231,526. 

Plant and equipment invest- 
ment of these motor stage and 
truck lines is placed at $15.- 
952,011 for 1924, all but $2,206,- 
046 of this sum being reported 
by the Class A companies. Com- 
pared with this, plant and equip- 
ment investment figures for all 
companies for 1923 reached a 
total of $13.557,.975, or $2,394.-

Of Bus Competition

New Britain, Conn., Sept. 28.— 
That passenger trade has almost 
entirely disappeared from _ the 
railroads, in many suburban dis- 
tricts as well as some other points, 
Edward E. Regan, of New London, 
general superintendent of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad lines west of Providence 
and Willimantic, and of the Central 
New England Railways, told the 
New Britain Rotary Club, Satur- 
day. 

Referring to the passenger ser- 
vice, he said it is changing over 
night, adding that motor buses, 
have almost completely eliminated 
passenger travel from branch and 
suburban railway lines. He men- 
tioned among others the lines from 
New Haven to Northampton; the 
Holyoke branch, Turners’ Falls 
branch and others which he saia 
have “No passenger service to 
speak of.” 

On the Hartford to Saybrook 
line and the Berkshire line, from 
New York to Pittsfield, he de- 
clared, passenger travel has been 
“practically eliminated.” 

He said the New Haven and 
Central New England lines as a 
whole are losing from a half to 
three-quarters of a million pas- 
sengers every month, although the 
receipts have not gone down in 
proportion. This decrease is mostly 
noticeable on lines out of Provi- 
dence and Boston and in suburban 
territory, he explained. Despite 
this fact, he declared, the New 
Haven road is one of the five rail- |! 
roads which is operating upon 
per cent .of its income.

NO. PACIFIC NOT 
TO TRY TRUCKING 


= Nor Will It Enter Bus 


Field, Asserts Presi- 
dent Donnelly 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 28.— 
With the Great Northern Railroad 
steadily intrenching itself in the 
Passenger bus field in Minnesota 
officials of bus companies with 
terminals in Minneapolis are show- 
ing keen interest in the statement 
of Charles Donnelly, president of 
the Northern Pacfic, that his road 
“has no present intention of en- 
gaging in the bus business or in 
the truck business.”’ 

Full testimony of the N. P. chief 
before the I. C. C. at Chicago is 
now being studied. 

“The short haul passenger 
business more and more is going 
to the bus and private automo- 
bile,” he testified, ‘and so far as 
I can see there is very little 
likelihood of its ever being re- 
covered by the rail passenger 
earriers as such.” 

In 1919 the Northern Pacific 
had passenger revenues amounting 
to $20,000,000, which in 1924 had 
shrunk to $13,000,000, he said. The 
number of passenger train miles 
were resuced from 11,230,000 in 
1914 to 9,602,000 up to the present. 

Mr. Donnelly was cross-examined 
by Ivan Bowen, member of the 
Minnesota Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission, who asked 
whether he knew of any applica- 
tion which the Northern Pacific 
had made to the commission to 
discontinue _ passenger service 
which had not been granted. 

“I know of none,” Donnelly re- 
plied. ‘“‘Whether there has been 
and I do not know.” 

“You also are aware,” Bowen 
quizzed, “that today there are 
twenty-four authorized auto truck 
service rompanies operating in 
Minnesota, ranging 150 miles out of 
the Twin Cities, and that there are 
lozens of transfer companies oper- 
iting, carrying household goods 
ind other truck freight, even as 
far as the city of Chicago. What 
ffect upon the traffic of the West- 
ern carriers located in Minnesota 
will the increase that is applied for 
here have, relating to the fact as to 
whether it will increase the traffic 
of these truck carriers.”” (The ap- 
plication referred to is that of sev- 
enty-three Western railroads for a 
> per cent. increase in rates.) 

Mr. Donnelly replied: “Well, I 
think that we are going to feel the 
effect of truck competition very 
much within the next two or three 
years. We feel it to some extent 
now. Of course, it is going to in- 
volve a loss of a great deal of less 
than car-lot business.”’

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TIRE MEN SEE 
NO IMMEDIATE 
DROP IN PRICES 


Special to the Automotive Daily News 


KRON, O., Sept. 28— 
Without analyzing the 

tire conditions, ce owners in 
every section of the country 


have drawn false and illogical 
conclusions that prices must 
.drop, is the opinion of leading 
tire executives here. The fal- 
lacy of this reasoning lies in 
the fact that when the last 
raise was made effective, July 
18, crude rubber for immedi- 
ate delivery was quoted at 
$1.20 per pound and for deliv- 
ery from October to Decem- 


ber, 98 cents per pound. 

A prominent local tire 
in commenting on the 
said, “It can be seen this 
opinion was formed when we con- 
sider that_there are those who con- 
sider tire prices should be based 
on current market quotations 
rather than the actual cost of rub- 
ber going into the tires. Present 
tire prices are based on approxi- 
mately 55 cents per pound, but rub- 
ber for delivery during the period 
October to December has not been 
quoted as low as 55 cents since 
June 15, or over a month previous 
to the time tires were priced on 
that basis. Rubber for immediate 
delivery has not been as low as 
55 cents since the middle of May. 
Rubber for October-December de- 
livery on September 19 was quoted 
at 80 cents without much hope 
of relief. 

“Manufacturers did not think it 
necessary to set their prices for 
tires higher than on the basis of 

55-cent rubber, because most of 
them were fairly well covered 
around this figure and they be- 
lieved that the highly inflated 
crude market would break. 
They felt that an increase in 
London stocks of crude rubber 
and a curtailment of tire pro- 
duction would bring this about. 
In fact, they were so thoroughly 
convinced of this that while 
rubber was being quoted be- 
tween 80 cents and $1.20 no 
purchasing whatever was done 
by manufacturers. It was lim- 
ited only to speculators, who 
were largely responsible for the 
high market at those figures. 

“Conditions now do not bear out 
the fullest expectations of manu- 
facturers. The general feeling that 
August would show a large 
tailment in the manufacture 
rubebr goods was disproved when 
the August consumption figures 
were published. London stocks of 
crude rubber, instead of increasing, 
as was predicted, showed very 
sharp decreases. So that the two 
factors on which hope was based 
for stabilizing the market reacted 
in exactly the opposite from a fav- 
orable direction.” 

The General Tire and Rubber 
Company has always followed a 
policy of advising against specula- 
tion and it has shown in its his- 
tory the soundness of maintain- 
ing this policy. It has never ad- 
vised its dealers to load up with 
heavy stocks, nor has it advised 
dealers to load up their commer- 

cial accounts. However, under pres- 
ent conditions General does advise 
tire users, especially commercial 
accounts to keep up regular pur- 
chases for current requirements. |

Tax Collection 
Is Inexpensive 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 28.—Iowa’s 
gasoline tax is being collected at 
an average cost of .06 per cent, ac- 
cording to administration expense 
figures compiled by R. E. Johnson, 
state treasurer. In the three and 
a half months the tax has been ef- 
fective, more than $1,481,469 has 
been collected, at a cost of 
$2,406.38, including salaries and 
traveling expenses of the office 
personnel.

TRUCKMEN FIGHT 
DELAWARE TOLLS 


Robert Jackson Associ- 
ation Leader Charges 
“Gold Diggers’’ Are 
Active 


Camden, N. J., Sept. 28 (U. T. 
P. S.). — The proposed two-cent 
gasoline tax in this state as a sub- 
stitute for the collection of tolls 
on the new Camden bridge over 
the Delaware has aroused solid op- 
position of the Motor Truck Asso- 
ciation, according to Robert Jack- 
son, president.

Many Effective Methods 





N the short space of five years L. J. Wickersham, owner 


of the Wickersham Tire Company, Columbus, O., has 
built his business from a small start to a total worth of 
more than $65,000. One of the chief factors in his suc- 
cess has been the development of a number of unusual 


sales methods. 


Every customer to whom 
Wickersham sells a full set of 
tires he has photographed sit- 
ting in his car. A copy of the 
photograph is presented to the 
buyer, mounted in an attractive 
frame, and serves to cement his 
friendship. Another copy is 
pasted in a large album which 
Wickersham keeps in the store. 
He has collected in this way the 
pictures of many prominent 
people in town as well as ‘of- 
ficials of concerns operating 
large fleets of trucks and taxi- 
cabs. 

Collects Pictures 

This album has proyed a 
sales

markably’ effective aid. 


New prospects are always 
pressed with it when they 
asked to turn its pages. 
The direct evidence they see in 
it of the substantial customers of 
the firm creates a strong feeling 
of confidence in what it sells. 
Another use of the camera 
which this dealer has found 
elpful is to have pictures taken 
of likely prospects unknown to 
emselves. These are enlarged 
md sent to them with the firm’s 
ompliments. A little later a 
alesman makes a call, and be- 
use of the kindly feeling pro- 
ced by the photograph usual- 
finds the prospect in a re- 
ptive mood. To still further 
yp toward selling these pros- 
cts, the salesman takes with 
im a tire which has been shined 
up with beeswax so that its ap- 
pearance is greatly enhanced. 
ickersham reports that 50 per 
ent of such prospects are sold 
these methods. 
INewsy pictures of local inter- 
Bt are also used as a lure to 
tract passers-by to the win- 
i0ws. hecently a photograph of 
prominent city official was 
shown in which he was depicted 
olding a string of newly caught 
fish. Several strangers, seeing 
the picture, came in to talk fish- 
img and stayed to buy tires. 
The bargain instinct, which ex- 
ists in so many of us, is appealed 
to by this dealer after the man- 
ner of department stores. He has 
fitted up his cellar as a bargain 
basement. Here he sells seconds, 
ires that he has taken in trade, 
nd a goéd many odds and ends.

Bargain Basement 

It is surprising, says Wicker- 
sham, what effect a trip down- 
Stairs will have on a customer. 
iBy the time they reach the base- 
ment they are all set for a bar- 
gain. Sales are generally easily 
Made and many dollars of profit 
are picked up that would have 
been very hard to make in the 
main sales room. 

What Wickersham 
“double-barreled” idea 

proved productive for him. It 
nvolves the plan of having one 
Salesman help out another. When 
a customer is in the store and is 
in the hands of one salesman, an- 
other will watch the progress of 
things. If he sees that the 
is slipping, he will quietly 
out the back door and start to 
look over the customer’s car. 

He will then return to the 
store, enter the conversation and 
tell the man he thinks his wheels 
are out of alignment, which is 
true in most instances. He then 
asks the prospect to bring his 
car into the shop and he will 
have the wheels tested free. 
While this is being done, selling 
the prospect is begun all over 
again. About 60 per cent. of 
prospects so handled are sold,

When any of the firm are out 
on the street they keep a sharp 
lookout for cars that need new 
tires. When one is seen, the 
license number is taken, togeth- 
er with the make and condition 
of the worn tires and other items 
of interest. The owner is easily 
located by. telephoning the sec- 
retary of the automobile club 
and is talked to by a salesman in 
a way that will get him permis- 
sion to call. Armed with definite 
knowledge, the salesman has a 
considerable advantage. He 
knows that the prospect is in 
need of tires, and the make of 
his car; he knows what business 
he is in, and generally manages 
to find out other personal details 
about him. The result in about 
half the cases is a quick sale. 

The Wickersham firm has no 
fixed charges in its vulcanizing 
department, but generally tries 
to overprice a job somewhat 
when they are making a quota- 
tion for a customer. Then when 
the owner calls for his tire and 
finds the cost of the work is less 
than the first price given him, 
he is immensely pleased and tells 
his friends that Wickersham’s is 
a good place to have work done 
or to buy tires. 

In addition to these ‘“‘personal’”’ 
sales methods, the Wickersham 
Company makes considerable use 
of newspaper and direct mail 
advertising.
